The one question, above all others in importance, that is engaging the 
attention of the people of Western Canada, and of the farming class in par- 
ticular, is as to how they are going to pay their accumulated burden of 
debt.. As a result of drouth conditions extending over two and three years 
with partial or complete crop failures, and with prevailing world prices for 
such crops, live stock, dairy and poultry products as they did produce below 
the actual cost of production, tens of thousands of farmers have been 
forced to use all the reserves they may have had, and have gone deeply into 


debt. 


They find themselves in the position, where, having purchased land and 
equipment during the war years, and ‘in the: post-war period when high 
prices prevailed, and when wheat sold around -$1,50 to. $2.00 a bushel, they 
are now being required to pay these inflated obligations with wheat at 50 
cents a bushel, and in thousands of instances with no wheat at all to sell. 
Instead, therefore, of being able to gradually get out of debt, they find them- 
selves getting deeper and deeper into debt, with little or no prospect of ever 
being able in their lifetime to get free of it. 


Consequently, the relationship of 


the appalling interest payments confronting them, the practical impossibility 


of meeting their obligations, ;and the 


homes, constitutes a veritable nightmare of worry. ‘They feel themselves 
confronted with the probability that, in the event of harvesting a good, or 
even fair crop, this fall, their creditors will swoop down on them and gobble 
everything up, thus leaving them in their present predicament of having 


nothing wherewith to maintain their 
“carry on.” 


So, inevitably and naturally, everybody is seeking for a solution, and 
suggestiéns without number are being advanced. Many, of course, are 
utterly impracticable; others are economically unsound and would ultimately 
result in intensifying the amasity rather than solving it; others, again, offer 


some hope. 


It will be recalled that, following the war, Germany adopted policies 
which resulted in converting hundreds of millions of marks issued during 
the war to its own’ people into so many worthless pieces of paper. France 
deliberately depreciated its own currency, the franc, to such a low figure 


as to accomplish the same result 


Great Britain went off the gold standard, and its money took a tremendous 
. drop in value almost over night. Now the United States, also faced with a 


financial emergency, has gone in for 


tion,” as they are now pleased to term it, with a view to thawing out its 
huge amounts of. frozen credits, and to put a larger supply of currency in 
circulation. All these expedients have a temporary effect, but the fact re- 
mains,—it is an economic truth,—that if anything is inflated it must sooner 
or later be deflated again. In the end there must be a “writing down” or a 
“writing off” of liabilities beyond the ability of the debtor to pay. 

Sooner or later some portion of the indebtedness of thousands of 
Western farmers must be written off, and the sooner the better for all 
concerned. A merchant is forced into bankruptcy, and pays fifty certs on 
the dollar. He is then free to make a new start, albeit his credit will not 
be as good as before. If a mortgage or loan company forecloses on a farm 


property and takes it over, it must 
else.

_ Spread over a term of years, 15, 20, 25 or 30 years, should be agreed upon. 
Surely, such a plan can be worked out without undue loss to anybody, and 
in such a manner as to ensure tenure of their homes to present occupants 
and an opportunity to ultimately free themselves of debt.

Unless something of the kind is done, it is almost a certainty that many 
Western farms will either be abandoned, or will pass through foreclosure 
proceedings, from their present owners and possibly remain idle in the hands 
of loan and mortgage companies, or as tax sale properties held by municipal- 
ities, for a goodly number of years to come, thus seriously retarding the 
production and development of the country, and imposing a check upon the

Hopeful For Results 


Great Britain To Send Imposing 

Delegation To Imperial Conference 
, The Britis Government hopes to 
send a formidable array of statesmen 
to Ottawa for the Imperial Hdonomic 
Conference. Right Hon, WMeville 
Chamberlain, Right Hon. J. H. 
Thomas, Right Hon: Walter Runcl- 
man and Right Hon. Sir Philip Cun- 
liffe-Lister aré all likely to go, and 
the government is not only anxious to 
make the conference the most import- 
ant ever held between the nations of 
the Empire, but also to achieve re- 
sults which will endure for a long 
time. 

The amount of preparatory work 
accomplished already is very great, 
and this time there is little likelihood 
of the conference failing because of 
lack of preparation. The views 6f the 
leading industrial organizations of 
Britain have been sought, suggestions 
have been invited from all quarters, 
and even the proposal of the trade 
unions for a permanent secretariat, 
which, during the years elapsing be- 
tween conferences, would co-ordinate 
information and suggestions, has 
been favorably received by the gov- 
ernment and is likely to become ef- 
fective. . 

The prestige which Britain has re- 
gained in the past few weeks in the 
eyes of the world will make the task 
easier at Ottawa. The prodigious ef- 
forts of the average British taxpayer 
are already bringing their reward, 
while the rush of foreigners to rein- 
vest in sterling securities and even 


create sterling balances has been so |- 


great that the banks are proceeding 
with considerable caution. 

In this connection, it is suggested 
that the Bank of England does not 
want to see sterling rise too rapidly 
and that it has taken measures to 
discourage any such tendency. Appar- 
ently, financial authorities. do not 
want a large amount of short term 
in sterling on the

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Indian Rope Trick Is Still Subject Of 
, Controversy

forever, Tt has been: revived in Lon- 
don, England, brought to particular 
vigor by a letter to the London Morn- 


ing Post, in which thé widow of a re- |’ 


tired colonel in the Indian cavalry as- 
serts that she saw the trick done in 
northern India 25 years ago. Her own 
story of her experience runs thus: 

“I remember it quite distinctly. I 
was sitting in a room on the first 
floor of the hotel and from the win- 
dow saw a group of natives outside. 
One of them asked for a rope and 
this was supplied by a hotel servant, 
The man threw the rope into the air 
and it stayed there. Immediately a 
small native boy climbed up to the 
top of the rope and disappeared at a 
height of about twenty feet or more: 
About half a minute later the boy re- 
appeared from another part of the 
hotel grounds and the rope was hand- 
ed back to the servant.” 

The colonel’s widow added that she 
believed that the trick could be ex- 
plained on the ground of hypnotism. 

Ordinarily repoys of the successful 
performance of the rope trick have 
the weakness of hearsay evidence, but 
in the case of the colonel’s widow 
there was an eyewitness to be dealt 
with. The response to the story was 
correspondingly sharp. <A _ retired 
leutenant-colonel who had spent 
thirty-two years in India, a good part 
of it in the effort to see the trick 
done, reported failure, and no take: 
for a standing offer of two thousand 
rupees to any native who would do 
the trick for him. Douglas Dexter, 
honorary vice-president of the 
Magic Circle, called the Indian rope 
trick a myth and said that rewards 
of amounts up to £500 have been and 
still are offered without a claimant. 
Major L. H. Branson, late of the In- 
dian Army, maintained that the trick 
had never been performed, During his 
twenty-five years of service In India 
Major'.Branson kept standing a re- 
ward for performance of the trick, 
but it never was claimed. Thus the 
skeptics.

Canada’s Requirements 
George H. Clark, Dominion seed 
commissioner, brings to the attention 
of Canadian farmerss that while this 
country’s consumption of timothy 
seed is fully 9,000,000 pounds a year, 
Canada only produces 1,500,000 
pounds a year, importing mostly from 
the United States the balance, Mr.

CLASS C.—Include trucks operating within cities, 
towns.and villiages. These are permitted to operate outside — 
to the extent of five miles beyond the corporate boundaries 
of the cities. towns or villiages in which they are licensed. 
No fee in this class other than usual motor license. 


CLASS D.—Includes trucks owned by farmers, mayket 
gardeners or ranchers, and used for the transportation of 
their own property.

CLASS E.-——Includes trucks in classes “C” and “D” used 
for hauling grain between August 1st and December 31st in 
one year.

FEES FOR CLASSES “A” and “B” 

Fees for Classes “A” and“B” are figured on 
weight. which shall mean the combined weight of the chassis 
body and cab of the freight vehicle and the manufacturer’s: 
rated carrying capacity. 

Fees in these classes range from 50 cents per 100 Ib. to. 
$1.75 per 100 lbs. according to their weight classification.
